to Zacatecas. 
- Torreon. Mexico, May 25.

Villa’s advance on the city of Zaoate-

: begun. 
Fifteen hundred rebel cavalry 
and two trains of bridge and railroad 
' track material left t hi s city Sunday as 
an advance guard for the main army, 
i which is entraining today. 
Villa’s sudden decision to capture 
; Zacatecas rather than push on toward 
i San Luis Potosi in pursuit of the ten 
thousand federals under General Maas 
and General DeMoure, who evacuated 
Saltillo last week, was precipitated by 
the tearing up of the railroad track be­ 
tween Paredon aud Saltillo. \ ilia thus 
w’as forced to leave his trains at Pare­ 
don. To have placed his trains of sup­ 
plies, water and equipment <d various 
kinds in Saltillo would have required 
at least a week of road building before 
an advance on San Luis Potosi could 
have been commenced. 
Since the fed­ 
erals had a long start Villa said he 
thought it useless to attempt pursuit 
on foot. 
In any event, he thought it bad pol­ 
icy to close in on san Luis I ©tost, 
leaving 4,000 federals in his tear at 
Zacatecas. He said he would leave the 
federals at San Luis Potosi to be held 
in check by Generals Gonzales, (’abal- 
lero, Gutierrez and Torres. 
The lat­ 
ter are now in close proximity both to 
I San Luis Potosi a n i to General Maas a 
army approaching from Saltillo, 
Villa 
I w’as reminded of the tact that the Ar­ 
riola brothers have been conducting 
an attack on the city of Zacatecas and 
that General Panfilo Natera, Carran­ 
za’s chief of staff, has also taken the 
field in that state. 
With the exception of the brigade 
of General Robles, which has been 
left as a garrison at Saltillo, Villa's 
entire army was transferred to Tor­ 
reon Saturday on seventeen trains, 
Other trains brought supplies, water 
and hospital equipment. 
It is 267 miles from Torreon to Za­ 
catecas, almost due south. 
Villa be­ 
lieves the railroad to he passable ex­ 
cept in places where the bridges have 
been burned. 
He expects to be in the 
ciM before the end of the week. Then, 
he. said, with no enemy menacing the 
rear, he would strike San Luis Potosi 
and \ git as Caliente*.
